13 with Warner Brothers, motion 
picture firm, to make a series of 12 
one-reel films "purelj' educational 
in character." 


Jones declared flatly he had no 


intention whatever of turning pro- 
fessional, explaning that he was 
prompted to retire from the com- 
petitive field because he was con- 
vinced his motion picture contract 
conflicted with the spirit, if not the 
actual letter, of the amateur rule. 


He did not specifically refer to 


whether he would continue, at any 
time, in open golf play, but indicat- 
ed he was through altogether with 
championships. 


Jones' statement, in part, follows:

Steenport when he was awakened by 
smoke. Opening the door of hla bed- 
room, he found the hall filled with 
smoke. He immediately aroused his 
wife, two daughters, Ruth and Haz- 
el, and two sons, Archie and Henry 
and they fled from the building with- 
out taking time to dress. All their 
clothing and household furnishings 
were destroyed. 


When the firs a$--»artn'«»X arriv- 


ed,- flames were potirlnsr «»t of the 
sides and roof oi tho structure. Be- 
sides trjlng to keep tha ftau^s down, 
firemen directed their effort- toward 
saving surrounding- building. 


The fife Is believed to ha\v started 


in a room in tne basement bousing- 
picture equipment. 


Aroused fiom their slumber by the 


fire siren, the majority of residents 
here were soon watching the burning 
structure. It was the largest fire in 
the city in a number of years. 


The building, which measured 60 


by 120 feet, besides serving as a 
theater, also was the scene for many 
'community gath-rings. High school 
plajs and commencement exercises 
have been held there for years. The 
owner had remodeled thu building 
and installed talking picture equip- 
ment about a year ago. 


In 1801 the late William Roccker 


built a saloon on the sit of the recent 
structure. A few years later the pro- 
perty was purchased by the late 
John Ortlieb, Sr., who built an addi- 
tion to the saloon for an opera 
houf-e. The ownership changed hands 
several times after that, and was 
finally purchased by Mr. Steenport 
about 10 years ago. 


It was reported that Mr. Steenport 


had carried $20,000 insurance on the 
building until last summer, when he 
permitted a £5,000 policy to lapse.

Cfeures shows that 62 per cent of 
x£e deaths and 42 per cent of the 
injuries by fire occur in residences, 
and SO per cent of the deaths and 
11 per cent of the injuries are chil- 
dren under ten years of age.

Bear Hunting Is Still 


Popular Sport In State

It may sound rather far fetched 


to speak of bear hunting in "Wiscon 
sin as a sport. Tet there are those 
who seek the unusual in the line 
of sport and who succeed each sea- 
son in bagging Mr. Bruin. It may 
occur to the reader that in order 
to successfully hunt bear one must 
seek the cane regions of Mississippi, 
or the faraway country of the big 
west, but such is not the case. So 
far as the black bear, TTrsus Ameri- 
canus, is concerned, it is not so very 
difficult to find him. right here at 
home. 


He is a fine animal to look upon, 


especially when his" fur is prime. 
The male is much larger than the 
female- and much 
more elusive, 


therefore harder to capture. Their 
food consists chiefly of wild nuts, 
fruits and berries, 
besides 
mice, 


frogs, fishes, eggs, young deer, roots 
and green and ripe grain, particular- 
ly oats. 


The bear makes little use of his 


teeth in a fight; striking for the 
most part with his front paws. On 
the first appearance of snow it seeks 
winter quarters. Its nest is very 
simple; a heap of leaves scratched 
together, or a hole in a pile of rocks 
will suffice nicely. The female pro- 
duces her young during this hiber- 
nation, generally two or three. Cat- 
tle, pigs especially, and other do- 
mesticated'animals fear the bear, 
and usually detect his presence long 
before man can.

prevented from continuing their op- 
erations by the present law although 
to gain their purpose they must vio- 
late the law and make themselves 
amenable to its penalties. The trouble 
is. that they are willing to take that 
chance so long as they can get some- 
one else's savings into their hands, 
with the expectation that quick work 
with big profits and an immediate de- 
parture is the best plan. 
Very often 


thereafter they cannot be located or if 
caught, not until after they have 
wasted or concealed their 
unlawful 


gains. 


Other states with a Blue Sky Law 


similar to Wisconsin's have adopted 
more practical measures that provide 
a department whose sole business is to 
actively prevent the loss of money to 
the investor. Through a carefully de- 
vised and far-flung .though inexpensive 
system., comprising a close touch with 
every bank in the state, they are able 
to early pick up and expose contem- 
plated fraudulent stock and security 
»sales. 


As soon as they get this information 


.they act. Their plan is not so much to 
jail the salesman of fraudulent securi- 
ties as to prevent the consummation 
of such a sale. The light of publicity is 
their greatest weapon. 


Under the laws' in such states they 


are authorized to go into court and pe- 
tition for the issuance of an injunction 
to prevent the suspected concerns 


„ from participating in any transactions. 


The newspapers have joined heartily 
in these measures by giving prom- 
inence to the injunction proceedings, 
exposing to the minutest detail the 
plans under foot, the methods em- 
ployed, the names of those behind the 
scheme, their history too which is 
generally a long criminal record,- and 
the stocks or other securities in which 
they pretend to deal. 
Thus through- 


out the state the people are fully warn- 
ed of what is going on and are saved 
from making the first false step. 


In states where this plan is in op- 


eration, notably in the eastern section 
of the United States, public officers 
are well pleased with the results. They 
not only prevent the public from being 
mulcted but in most instances have 
been able to recover the proceeds for 
the few who have already been deceiv- 
ed. Then with the intended 
victim 


and his property safe they proceed 
with the criminal charges. 


THE NORRIS PROPOSAL 


When, about two years' ago, Sen- 


ator Norris of Nebraska first proposed 
an amendment to the federal constitu- 
tion which he will again sponsor, pro- 
viding that the executive and the con- 
gress, elected in NoA-ember, take of- 
fice in January instead of the succeed- 
ing March, it struck the Post-Crescent 
that there was merit in the proposal 
as there plainly is. 
But the sugges- 


tion drew the fire of a number of 
thoughtful and 
carefully written ar- 


ticles indicating the demerit too. 


Senator Norris points out that the 


men defeated in November and thus 
politically discredited should not be 
permitted to 
remain in 
office 
four 


months more and chsraclcrizes such a 
government 
as> one of 
the 
"lame 


,- ducks", claiming that the inducing 
"S5ause |or the provision as it now ex- 


ists had relation to the difficulties of 
travel in the early days, a difficulty no 
longer of any concern. 


Yet the four months delay provided 


in the constitution could hardly have 
relation merely to travel as it took but 
a few weeks at the outside to travel 
from one end of the country to the 
other in 1789. Back of our present con- 
stitutional provision is still a better 
and deeper reason having to do with 
the stability of government, the quiet- 
ing of emotions, the subsiding of cam- 
paign cholers and providing time for 
thought and study and 
reflection. 


From January to March means but 
the passage of two months but it can 
signify the 
difference 
between an 


^ 
* 
_ 
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American government, between steady 
government and temperamental gov- 
ernment. Except for the impatience of 
the newly elected officers to feel the 
reins of government in their hands we 
do not know where the United States, 
even granting the merit in the Norris 
proposal, has suffered any substantial 
disadvantage from,the present provi- 


^siqn. This is not a propitious time to 


suggest^thejjse of hammer and chisel 
on the constitution. 
Recent amend- 


ments to that instrument have not all 
turned., out satisfactorily and unfortu- 
nate experiments do not create a mood 
in the people receptive of more altera- 
tions. 


CAPONE'S INSOLENCE 


There is a ^refreshing insolence 


about Al Capone's latest 
diplomatic 


exchange with the city of Chicago that 
lifts it out of the ordinary crime-story 
class and puts it in a division by itself,, 
among those state documents which 
have the power to stimulate the imag- 
ination and caress the -intellect. 


If the accepted reports are to be be- 


lieved—and there seems to be no good 
reason to doubt them—what Capone 
proposed was simply this: he would 
effect a partial reform, giving up his 
various high-handed rackets and con- 
ducting himself in many "ways as a vir- 
tuous and law-abiding citizen, if only 
Chicago would give him a free hand 
in the beer-running field. 


A blind man could see that there 


would be certain advantages for Chi- 
cago in this agreement. Chicago seems 
to have been utterly unable to put 
much of a crimp in the 
scar-faced 


one's activities, both in respect to 
rackets and in respect to beer; it might 
plausibly be argued that this scheme 
would at least be a SO per cent im- 
provement on present conditions. But 
Chicago,-being unwilling to make com- 
plete surrender, turned it down; turn- 
ed it down, indeed, with some show of 
heat, giving rise to rumors that the 
actual severance of diplomatic rela- 
tions may be in prospect. 


However, the subject is not entirely 


a matter for jokes. It is altogether too 
good an illustration of the pass things 
have got to to be very funny for more 
than a minute. It is such a perfect ex- 
emplification of gangland's contempt 
for the law. 
It would be nice if we 


could only dismiss the whole business 
as a wild exaggeration; if we could 
tell ourselves that things are not real- 
ly as bad as they seem, and that the 
doings of the Al Capones of the land 
are not, in the long run, as important 
as they sound. But we can not do that. 
All of these wild tales one reads con- 
cerning "The Underworld" are not ex- 
aggerations. 
They are literally true. 


The underworld feels that the rest of 
us are utterly powerless. 


Figure out, if you can, just how 


much utter contempt and- disregard 
for society there must be behind that 
latest proposition of Capone's. Picture 
to yourself the security that a gang 
leader must feel before he can make 
such a suggestion. Is it not, all in all, 
about as severe an indictment of our 
whole system of city government and 
criminal justice as can possibly be 
imagined? Most of us, probably, are 
getting rather weary of reading about 
the big gangs. 
But it • is precisel}' 


this widespread public desire to forget 
about the whole business that helps 
the gangs to stay in power. The only 
hope is that we will keep on reading 
about them and get so indignant that, 
at last, something really effective can 
be done. For there is no greater prob- 
lem in Ameiica today.

THE SUEZ CANAL 


On Nov. 17, 1869 the Suez canal, the first great 


nter-oceanic canal, was officiaUy opened after a 
French company, under the leadership of the ctsl- 
ebrated Ferdinand de Lesseps, had worked on it 
for 10 years. 


About 100 miles long, the canal connects the 


Mediterranean and Hed Sea. Until the introduc- 
tion of steamships, traffic of the canal developed 
slowly. But thereafter the toll receipts rose an- 
nually. 


When the Egyptian government ran into finan- 


cial difficulties over the canal, England, under 
:he leadership of Disraeli, 
purchased enough 


shares in it to become the heaviest owner. Eng- 
land, incidentally, was first to propose the Suez 
canal. 


A very short time sufficed to show that the 


canal was of the utmost value as the passageway 
between England and her Oriental possessions. 
Under the control of British and French capilal- 
ists the commercial development of the .canal fol- 
lowed unchecked until the World war.

INSULIN FOR APPETITE. 


I am still concerned about the 


poor skinny people. While I like 'em 
plump, say 15 or 20 per cent more 
substantial than the caricatures of 
recent fad. and fashion, still, the holy 
'rights appeal to my sympathy—a 
quality which many readers would 
never suspect I have. Some four 
.hundred holy frights -will remember 
at least I think they will because 
:hey wrote me about it) that I sug- 
ested a course of insulin treatment 
s^.a kind of last resort where it 
might be imperative that such a 
fragile creature put on a little flesh. 
Perhaps I failed to make it" clear 
enough in that article that one must 


o to one's physician for insulin 
treatment. Any good doctor, how- 
ever, can instruct any intelligent 
patient how to administer insulin 
:o himself. 
There is still current in the profes- 


sion mind a notion that insulin is 
not safe for any other than diabetic 
patients. Insulin is perfectly safe for 
any person to whom the physician 
may care to give it. 


Speaking of this, Dr. Nellis B. 


Foster recently wrote: 
:'Why so many physicians seem 


to be afraid of insulin is beyond my 
comprehension. A normal person 
can take from 5 to 10 units of msu- 
in with no notable effect. From 10 
:o 20 units a couple times daily is an 
ideal way to stimulate the appetite." 


Then the author goes on to tell 


about a youth who had survived a 
very severe siege of pneumonia, but 
after the illness remained a physical 
wreck; he had no appetite and noth- 
ing tempted him. Then he was given 
O units of insulin before breakfast 
and before dinner and the result 
was miraculous. He became ra%re- 
nous. 


When I 
reported here, a few 


months ago, the uniform, gain in 
weight observed among a number 
of patients in a hospital for mental 
and nervous diseases, when they 
were given insulin, I threatened to 
et up a little clinic of my own, just 
to provide insulin treatment for the 
frails 
of the 
community. If the 


brethren do not snap out of it and 
heed the demand of these frails for 
insulin treatment, I'll carry out this 
threat, so I will. 


The authority above quoted said 


further— 
"... I have no patience with the 


all too common custom of the physi- 
cian administering the insulin. This 
plan never works, as no physician 
is in a position to keep an appoint- 
ment at a definite time every day 
week on end. And there is no need 
for it. There is always some one in 
a family who can be taught how to 
give a hypodermic injecton. Children 
of 10 years do it beautifully and are 
as meticulous abou? technic as a 
surgeon." 


Of course Dr. Foster is speaking 


of the use of insulin in djabetes, 
but the safety of the medicine for 
weak, 
underweight persons who 


have not diabetes is fairly evident. 


In my clinic I shall have an as- 


sistant on duty all the time, in a 
special room with a sign over the 
door: New Patients Received Here, 
Also Old Patients Who Are Too 
Dumb to Learn.

to TJi& natural conflict between ilje 
tati-trust laws on the one hand\and 
the desire for a maintenance of 
standards of living on the other. 


"Without limitation on production, 


prices fall and there is a free mar- 
ket. "With a curtailment prices are 
kept high. Producers like this state 
of affairs, but purchasers of these 
commodities -want the benefit of de- 
pressed prices. 


The government is torn between 


the necessity of protecting the con- 
sumers of products and the recogni- 
-tion of how important it is to 
de- 


moralized industries that they be 
permitted some form or curtailment. 


The coal industry was referred to 


by President Hoover in his recent 
speech in Boston as needing con- 
solidations as well as curtailment of 
production, and Mr. Hoover indicat- 
ed that he might favor revision of 
anti-trust laws. The oil industry has 
been practising curtailment to its 
own advantage for more than, a 
year, but has obtained state legis- 
lation based upon the 
theory 
of 


conservation of natural resources. 


PLENTY OF COPPER 


No such theory can be applied 


. with respect to copper, as there is 


a plentiful supply, but the copper 
industry on the other 
hand is a 


vital factor in the prosperity of the 
country.and is 
equally 
insistent 


that it be given a chance to main- 
tain prices on a basis that -will per- 
mit more, employment- as well as a 
good wage to its employes. 
Some 


forms of curtailment 
have 
been 


practiced in the copper industry by 
. definite agreement in the 
export 


trade. The government does not ob- 
ject to trade agreements 
fixing 


prices in foreign trade—in fact this 
has been 
x allowed by 
the 
Webb- 


Pomerene law, which indeed super- 
"seded the Sherman law so far as 
export trade was concerned. 


What the copper producers would 


like to see is an acceptance of the 
principle in domestic trade just as 
has been. the> case in foreign trade. 
The Sherman law, however, permits 
no exception and the department of 


- justice is in duty bound to prose- 


cute 
anybody 
who 
engages 
in 


-price fixing. The copper producers 
on the other hand know the law 
and are not likely to take action 
which will get them into 
difficul- 


ties. It is a serious^ question wheth- 
er the announcement of an indus- 
.try of its desire to curtail by 20,000 
tons or anything else differs from 
the practice that has grown up of 
publishing production figures -which 
enable individual producers to make 
voluntary cuts in production. 


Also, with the existence of the 


long distance telephone as well as 
the opportunity for informal 
con- 


ference, there is a great difficulty in 
.getting evidence nowadays of any 
concerted action. 


MANY INTERPRETATIONS

Indeed, the problem of curtailing 


I 
production is open to many mter- 
L, pretations apart from its effect on 
F price fixing. Trade associations ex- 
I 
change data on. production figures. 


I 
K has been contended that the fix- 
ing of prices may be separate and 
distinct 
from 
production 
data, 


though there is unquestionably a 
cause and 
effect 
between them. 


There never has been a case In 
•which a simple agreement to limit 
production has been threshed out, 
without ^ny evidence of price fixing 
connected with it. For some time it 
has been believed that the limita- 
tion of exports in the copper indus- 
try has in effect had a relationship 
to the price of the 
domestic pro- 


duct. 


New conditions and circumstances 


are always arising in industry af- 
fecting interpretations of the Sher- 
man law and it -would not be sur- 
prising if out of the copper indus- 
try's decision m this Instance be- 
came a test case some day, though 
to be sure the federal government 
is not at the moment inclined to ex- 
ercise Its police powers at all.

was fatal to 47 persons in Wiscon- 
sin during July, August and Sep- 
tember, 1930, exceeding by sis the 
combined number of fatalities for the 
same period during- the three preced- 
ing years, the state board of health 
announced today. 


Milwaukee county had nine deaths 


from heat in July. There were 37 
fatalities in July in 24 "Wisconsin 
counties. 
Although 
tho severe 


drought caused the closing of many 
wells throughout the state, typhoid 
deaths during the period totalled 
only nine, marking a decrease of 
four from the three-month total of 
1929. 


"The state's '47 deaths from heat 


prostration durinsr the quarter w3- 
ing Sept. 30, stand in strange con- 
trast -with the 1924 toll for the cor- 
responding period," the board said. 
"In 1924 there were only two deaths. 
In 1925, the late summer deaths from 
heat totaled four while in 1926 there 
were 13 victims. Twelve died In 1927- 
and 22 in 192S. Last year there were 
nine deaths."
